WHEN Ormskirk’s former indoor market is trans- 
formed into a food and drink hall, it will be a 
venue to rival those in Liverpool city centre, say 
the people behind the project. 

A food hall, as well as six kitchens, an “immersive” 
games loft, bar area, private hire space, retail outlets 
and live music space will be created as part of the 
project which is due to open in the autumn. 

Spanning across two floors, the site will showcase 
vendors from the local area and is being brought to 
the town by Ormskirk residents and hospitality 
operators Simon and Fiona Beer. 

Simon, whose EPIC brand has a “proven track 
record of operating successful businesses” in and 
around Liverpool city centre, said: “We’ve been 
dreaming about doing this for many years. 

“We want to reimagine this historic space with a 
modern concept that can thrive while emulating the 
success of similar sites in other UK market towns. 

“Having been left abandoned for many years, we 
want to bring this space back to life and to what it

was so well known for locally - a market building. 

“We’ll be keeping its original features, such as the 
iconic clock face, as well as some of the signage that 
has been here since day one.” 

The project follows a six figure investment into the 
site on Moorgate, which was originally built back in 
1903 as the home of Hesfords DIY & Gardening. 

Up to 80 new jobs will be created for roles includ- 
ing the venue’s general manager. 

Fiona added: “Many people in this area have to 
travel into Liverpool if they want food, drinks, and 
entertainment on this scale, but that will no longer 
be the case. 

“Ormskirk Food & Drink Market will offer a taste of 
the city centre, and the restaurants and bars that it 


has within it, much closer to home. 

“Our brand ethos is Eat, Meet and Play, so whether 
it’s family time, fun with friends, date nights or days 
out accompanied by your dog, this is a space for 
everyone to enjoy, all under one historic roof.”

“This award is great news. We've 
used new, more environmentally 
friendly, techniques to build the 
cycleway. Unlike traditional path- 
ways the material is porous so the 
ground beneath it can absorb 
water, preventing flooding and 
ensuring tree roots get enough 
water. 

“The surface also prevents 
puddles and ice from forming 
making it much safer in the 
winter. It is also now much easier 
to use for cyclists, runners, 
people on mobility scooters, 
wheelchair users and pedestri- 
ans. 

“We are improving our paths 
and cycleways all the time as part 


of plans to encourage more 
people to walk, run, and cycle, 
and cut down on car usage. 

“Schemes like this encourage 
walking, cycling, and other types 
of active travel, which improve 
people’s mental and physical 
health.

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Cleaning work at 
United Utilities site 
results in return of 
dreaded ‘Parbold Pong’ 


THE borough’s MP Rosie Cooper has once 
again had to raise concerns with United Util- 
ities, after residents reported a return of the 
dreaded ‘Parbold Pong’. 

People living in Parbold and the surround- 
ing area have repeatedly had to deal with 
this unpleasant smell coming from the 
nearby Wigan Waste Water Treatment Works 
site. 

In the past, Ms Cooper has held many 
meetings, worked with residents and United 
Utilities to find ways that the water com- 
pany can keep the smell to a minimum or 
warn nearby residents when an unavoidable 
smell is likely to occur. 

This month, however, residents reported a 
‘significant odour’ but received no prior 
notice from United Utilities. After they con- 
tacted the company’s chief executive, UU 
then issued an apology for not warning 
them of the routine cleaning works that 
caused the smell and ‘are now working to 
improve the situation’. 

Rosie Cooper MP commented: “No one 
wants to have their day ruined by a foul 
smell surrounding their home. Without an 
early warning system ‘Parbold Pong’ causes 
even more problems for residents. 

“I continue to push for United Utilities to 
keep their promises and to do everything in 
their power to keep the smells to a min- 
imum. It is also critical that they can give 
residents fair warning when they expect 
there to be a bad odour. 

“I am glad to hear that UU are meeting 
with the Parish Council, Environmental 
Health officers and the Environment Agency 
to work on a plan to collaboratively address 
these issues. This time let’s hope they keep 
to the plan and their promises.”

Dad’s unusual world 
record attempt is 
inspired by his son 
who has cystic fibrosis 


Ryan will take on 
140 mile triathlon 
while breathing only 
through his nose

INSPIRED by his son Arthur, seven, who has 
cystic fibrosis, Skelmersdale resident Ryan 
Abbott is hoping to create a new world record 
with a 140.6 mile triathlon attempt on Sunday, 
September 11. 

However, Ryan is planning to tackle the event — a 
2.4 mile swim, a 112 mile bike ride and a 26.22 mile 
run — breathing only through his nose. 

The whole ‘Big Nose Challenge,’ which will start at 
the Three Sister’s Water Ski Club in Bryn, near 
Wigan, will be completed in one day in the north- 
west of England. 

Ryan will tackle the 2.4 mile swim, wearing a 
snorkel adapted to prevent him from breathing 
through his mouth. 

He will then cycle along the Leeds and Liverpool 
canal before joining the road at Burscough and then 
loop through the surrounding countryside by road 
to complete the 112 mile ride. 

Ryan will finally run 26.2 miles along the canal to 


complete the 140.6 mile challenge, in Wigan. 

He will do it all just breathing through his nose, 
only opening his mouth while moving to eat or 

rink. 

Ryan will be raising money for Cystic Fibrosis Care, 
a charity that provides essential services and equip- 
ment, practical help and support to children and 
adults with CF as well as their families and Specialist 
Care Centres. Cystic fibrosis (CF) is a progressive, 
genetic condition that causes thick, sticky mucus to 
build up in the lungs, pancreas and other organs. 
This can lead to inflammation and respiratory infec- 
tions, digestive issues and a range of other 
complications. 

His son Arthur was diagnosed with cystic fibrosis 
at five weeks old so Ryan understands the chal- 
lenges and worries that CF can bring to patients and 
their families. 

In recent years Ryan has been on a mission to learn 
all the tools, hacks and ways to be able to support 
not only his son’s health but his own mental, phys- 
ical and emotional wellbeing. 

When he started to realize the benefits of con- 
scious functional breathing he decided he wanted to 
share, teach, guide and inspire others to implement 
this way of breathing for themselves. 

This huge World Record Breaking challenge is just 
one part of his ongoing mission.

New vaccine to be offered to most vulnerable next month 


PEOPLE living in Lancashire will soon be among the 
first in the world to receive the new Covid-19 
variant jab when the autumn booster vaccine 
programme begins in early September. 

Set to start during the week of September 5, NHS 

will begin vaccinating care home resid- geg 
ents and people who are housebound. 3 
The NHS will offer people the new 
next-generation bivalent vaccine where 
appropriate and subject to sufficient 
supply being made available. 
The National Booking Service will 
also open that week ahead of the wider 
rollout, due to start on September 12, 
with the NHS inviting those who are 
most susceptible to serious illness from 
Covid-19 and those aged 75 and over to book an 
appointment from that week. 

Jane Scattergood, lead for the vaccination pro- 
gramme in Lancashire and South Cumbria, said: “I 
would urge everyone who is eligible to get this vaccine 
as soon as they possibly can. The world has moved for- 
ward but Covid-19 is still a horrible virus that can make 
you seriously ill. The best way to protect yourself is to 
get every vaccine that is offered to you.” 

As with previous campaigns, the oldest and most vul- 
nerable will be called forward first, with people able to 
book in online or through 119 as long as it has been 
three months since their last dose. 

More than four in five eligible people received a 
spring booster earlier this year and the NHS urged 
those people to get that dose before the end of July in

order to ensure enough time had passed to 
optimise the protection an autumn booster 
would provide over the winter period. 

Health experts have stressed that the original vac- 
cines also continue to provide great protection and 
people should come forward regardless of the vaccine 
offered. 

The NHS will also roll out the flu vaccine and encour- 
age eligible people to take up the offer from the first of 
the month where possible. 

Eligible people may be offered the flu and Covid-19 
jab at the same time, with the doses approved to be co- 
administered. 

Health and social care staff will also be eligible to get 
the autumn booster in line with JCVI guidance and in 
order to ensure NHS staff are protected, all providers 
are being asked to ensure their staff are offered the 
autumn jab, co-administering with the flu jab where 
possible.

THE mother of a 20-year-old Edge 
Hill student who died in a road 
traffic accident on the way to the 
Creamfields festival in 2009 has 
spoken of the numbness she still 
feels as the 13th anniversary of 
her daughter’s death approaches. 

Dominique Williams, from 
Maghull, and her friend Nicola 
Edgar, 19, died when the car they 
were travelling to the festival in 
suffered a puncture and flipped onto 
its roof on August 29, 2009. 

Dominique had been a dance and 
performing arts student at the uni- 
versity in Ormskirk. 

Her mum Lesley Williams wrote 
on Facebook: “It’s so strange as 
some days I don't know what I am 
feeling and today is one of them. 

“I feel like everything is out of 
sync, maybe because the 
anniversary is approaching again. 

“It’s hard to try and explain these 
feeling when they do come. It’s 
almost like feeling suspended, and a 
feeling of being numb. 

“To think it’s been 13 long years 
since I sat and spoke with you, Dom. 
Then it feels like yesterday when

you left and then you were gone. 

“How can things seem so mixed 
up?

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£7million secured to tackle domestic abuse 


MORE than £7million will be spent 
on domestic abuse and sexual 
violence support across Lancashire. 

The funding, awarded by the Min- 
istry of Justice, will benefit a wide 
range of local organisations and ser- 
vices over three years and will 
ensure that victims have access to 
specialist support to help them move 
forward and recover. 

The additional funding will be used 
to strengthen existing services and 
to bolster Lancashire’s programme 
of placing specialist support in 
health settings. 

Independent Domestic Violence 
Advisers (IDVAs) will now be based 


in Southport and Ormskirk Hospital, 
meaning that every hospital trust in 
Lancashire now has at least one spe- 
cialist support worker on site. 

These professionals help victims of 
domestic abuse to access the support 
they need to rebuild their lives, nav- 
igate the criminal justice process and 
move forward from what they have 
experienced. 

Funding will also be used to roll out 
a specialist domestic abuse training, 
support and referral programme for 
GP practices across Lancashire help- 
ing to identify victims and providing 
support at the earliest opportunity. 

Lancashire’s Police and Crime 


Commissioner, Andrew Snowden, 
said: “Tackling domestic abuse and 
sexual violence is as a key priority in 
my Police and Crime Plan for Lan- 
cashire and I have invested in the 
creation of a dedicated rape and ser- 
ious sexual offences team within the 
Constabulary to tackle this type of 
crime, to target offenders and to 
ensure victims get the justice they 
deserve.

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Arriva strike ends 
after 11.1% pay rise 
accepted by union 


Unite hails ‘magnificent win’ for workers 


Report by Henry James 


ARRIVA North West bus drivers are back at work 
after ending their strike action. 

The dispute over pay was brought to an end after 
29 days when a fresh 11.1% offer was made by bus 
company bosses. 

An initial offer of a 9.6% pay rise was rejected by 
more than three quarters of drivers in the GMB 
union. Around 1,800 workers have now returned to 
work following the result of a ballot on Friday, 
August 19. 

George Patterson, GMB Organiser, said: “GMB 
members at Arriva should be very proud of them- 
selves. By standing together they’ve won themselves 
the pay rise they deserve. 

“It's just disappointing it took five weeks of finan- 
cial hardship and public inconvenience to get there — 
especially as the company had the finances to fund 
the pay rise the whole time.” 

Unite regional officer Dave Roberts said: “Follow- 
ing our members’ very strong rejection of the 
company’s initial offer, Arriva have seen sense and 
met the demands of our members by tabling an 
11.1% pay deal. 

“The determination and resolve of our members 
has been solid throughout the industrial action and 
we thank those who have provided support and 
assistance to secure the offer from the company.” 

A statement from Arriva North West said: “We are 
able to confirm that following ongoing discussions in 
recent weeks, all parties have come to an agreement 
a an unprecedented pay deal for Arriva North West 

rivers. 


“Arriva would like to thank our customers across 
the North West region, for your continued patience 
in recent weeks, during the extremely challenging 
strike period.” 

Unite’s 2,043 members across 11 Merseyside gar- 
ages voted overwhelmingly (by nearly 10 to one) to 
accept the 11.1 per cent offer, worth an additional 
average of £2,300 on the workers’ salaries, equal to 
an extra £55 per week. 

Hailing the victory, Unite general secretary Sharon 
Graham, said: “Our members stood strong for a 
month. They thoroughly deserve their magnificent 
victory. This is how Unite responds to the cost of liv- 
ing crisis, with a win that will put an extra £55 per 
week in our members’ wallets. 

The dispute is now settled at all of the Arriva North 
West garages in Merseyside: Southport, Bootle, 
Green Lane, St Helens, Speke, Runcorn, Bolton, 
Wythenshawe, Winsford, Wirral and Macclesfield.

A total of 541 sponsors in Lancashire have 
been matched with 1,342 people via the 
scheme and 1,002 people have arrived in the 
county so far. 

It comes as the people of Ukraine prepare to 
celebrate the Independence Day of Ukraine 


today (August 24) - six months to the day from 
Russia’s invasion. 

With County Hall set to be lit up in yellow 
and blue in a show of solidarity, Lancashire 
County Council leader Cllr Phillippa William- 
son, said: “From the very outset of Russia's 
invasion of Ukraine, Lancashire has stood 
firm in its support with our European neigh- 
bours. 

“Through the kindness of our residents, the 
UK Government has been able to find homes 
in our county for more than a thousand indi- 
viduals who desperately need one. 

“For this, on behalf of everyone at the county 
council, thank you. I would also like to thank 
the many organisations and volunteers who 
have been working round the clock to make 
sure our new guests settle into their new lives 
in Lancashire.”

The spokesperson said: “Setting fire to fields is 
dangerous no matter what time of day. 

“During dry weather, the fires can spread quickly 
and catch people unaware and could injure them. 

“It is dangerous to do something like this. 

“It could also take firefighters away from other, 
potentially more serious, fires.”

Southport’s celebration of speed is HOCH 
LIFE ON f 


THE HOWL of race-tuned Jaguars and 
carefully fettled fast Fords thundering up 
Southport’s seafront could be hitting your 
eardrums pretty soon. 

That's the big pitch for Southport’s Classic & 
Speed, which returns to the resort next month 
following its inaugural outing last year. Last 
weekend the event’s organisers got in touch 
to confirm that they’re looking to close a half- 
mile section of Marine Drive as part of this 
year’s event. Its an intriguing new spinoff for 
the resort's celebration of motoring, especially 
as Aintree Circuit Club’s other well-known 
event, the Ormskirk MotorFest, isnt going 
ahead with its usual August Bank Holiday 
weekend outing this year. In other words, if 
you turn up to the West Lancashire town’s one- 
way system this Sunday expecting any single- 
seaters to be buzzing around, you're going to be 
disappointed. 

Itll be great to see motorsport-prepared 
classics powering up Marine Drive instead, 
but it’s worth mentioning that while the 
marshals will be treating it as they would any 
other motorsport event, with some prohibited 
areas on the inland side of the road for safety 
reasons, the runs will be a strictly controlled, 
low-speed affair, with none of the entries being 
timed and no one being given prizes for being 
the quickest. A pre-invited cast of cars will be 
flagged off at one-minute intervals from the 
Southport Offshore Rescue Trust centre en- 
route to the area where the pier threads its way 
through the Ocean Plaza, and while it will be 
worth watching it won't be competitive. 


It’s effectively a test bed for 2023's follow- 
up event, and Aintree Circuit Club is already 
talking to the relevant people at Sefton Council 
about how the seafront can be turned into 
a sprint course this time next year. Thatd 
be really exciting to watch, and it has some 
historical precedent too; long before the 
Coastal Road was built, this stretch of road was 
used for exactly that purpose, so it’s a neat way 
of bringing some of the north west’s motoring 
heritage back to life. 

Of course, even without the seafront 
demonstration runs there's plenty to make it 
worth jotting in your diary, including all of 
the elements that stood out from the event's 
maiden voyage. So that means lots of cars and 


bikes going on show in Victoria Park, and the 
chance to see a copious cast of classics being 
put through their paces along the Promenade 
and Lord Street. 

And the best bit is that it costs....absolutely 
nothing. I've seen too many car shows 
struggling with dwindling attendance and 
rising admission prices this summer as their 
organisers — just like the rest of us - grapple 
with the cost of living crisis, but this is 
genuinely a day of petrolhead fun that you can 
enjoy without having to stick your hand in your 
pocket. 

Sounds good to me. Get Sunday, 11 
September jotted down in the diary...
